300,000 HERE VOTE 
FIGHT ON MUSSOLINI 


Italian Workers in New York 
Pledge Support to Overthrow 
‘Tyrant of Autocracy.’ 





The support of 300,000 Italian work- 
ers in New York to overthrow 
Mussolini was pledged yesterday in a 
resolution adopted unanimously. by 
delegates from seventy-five labor 
unions to the biennial convention of 
the Italian Chamber of Labor of 
Greater New York, which opened its 
two-day meeting yesterday morning 
at Webster Hall, 119 East Eleventh 
Street. 

The resolution, which bitterly. de- 
noun¢es Mussolini as a ‘‘tyrant of 
autocracy opposed to liberty and 
democracy,’’ was'cabled to the Italian 
Confederation of Labor at Paris, 
This organization was said to repre- 
sent 2,500,000 organized workers in 
Italy, Mussolini-ordered it dissolved 
and because of his opposition it had 
to move its offices to. Paris. 

The convention also adopted a 
resolution which attacked Fascismo | 
as putting workers into servitude] 
and appointed a committee to raise 
funds among Italian labor unions 
here to fight — the penetration 
of Fascismo i the United States.

And Criticizes Administration. Plan 
to’ Have States Share in 
the Cost.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Formal 
introduction of the Jones Flood Con- 
trol bill in the Senate today brought 
forth a statement by Senator Reed, 
Democrat, of Missouri. tuat at least 
$700,000,000 would be required for 
adequate flood: protection on the 
lower Mississippi. 

While approving as reasonably sat-

sg Sg e, Senator Reed 
said that i $325,000,000 authorized 
under fits terms would not be half 
one” to complete the construction 
work. 

Mr. Reed, whe leaves tomorrow on 
his second extensive campaign tour 
in behalf of his candidacy for ane 
Democratic Presidential nomina’ 
criticized President Coolidge ~“ his 
failure to call a special. session .of 
Congress last year to deal with flood 
control legislation. 

He asserted that the ‘legislation 
proposed by the Administration pro- 
viding for local contributions and the 
sanction of the various States was 
‘‘without justice, impractical and in- 
defensible,’”’ and that under its re- 
quirements “no living man would 
rr. live to see the completion of the 
work.’’ 


Demands National Solution. 


“This problem is national in its 
scope and must be handled by the 
national Government if it is ever to 
be handled effectively,’’ said the 
Missourian. 

“The problem affects directly or in- 
digeotioe the welfare of all the terri- 
tory lying between the foothills of 
the Rockies and the Alleghanies. It |: 
affects the welfare of 000,000 or 

,000.000 of. the United States 
directly and the entire population 
ind irectly. 

“From a business standpoint these 
destructive waters should not be 
allowed to continue their destruction 
beyond the time when the employ- 
ment of the highest talent in the 
world can stop it. 

“This is not merely a cold business 
proposition, but a question of human- 
ity. People have a right to demand 
this relief.’’ 

Senator Jones said he hoped to 
start consideration of the bill by the 
middle of next week. 


Bond Issue to Be Proposed. 

WASHINGTON, March 24 (#).— 
Severely assailing the Administra- 
tion’s program in the Mississippi 
flood relief situation, Senator Reed 
of Missouri today condemned in the 
Senate the course followed by the 
President and Secretary Hoover in 
calling upon “charity” for flood re- 
lief instead of convening Congress 
to appropriate funds. 

“It was a policy of economy,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and a kind of economy that 
was most unjustifiable and con- 
temptible. More than $100,000,000 
was appointed for relief work in Eu- 
rope following the World War and I 
ask now why was not seeps con 
vened following the Mississippi River 
flood disaster and proper funds ap- 
plied for relief of our own people?’’ 

While endorsing the compromise 
bill renorted to the Senate today Sen- 
ator Reed said he believed Congress 
would do better to raise funds for 2 
greater program through a bond 
issue. 

Senator Simmons, Democrat,. of 
North Carolina, then announced that 
after the bill was passed he intended 
to offer a proposal in the Senate for 
a bond issue to raise the money for 
flood control. 

“Tt is cruel to call-upon the peonle 
to pay within a few years,’’ he said, 
‘‘to meet the entire cost of a mam- 
moth improvement program which 
should endure for the ages. I want

LABOR SITUATION IS BETTER

Influences of Spring are being felt 
by trade and business throughout 
the country. The extension is not 
rapid, it is true, and many lines are 
still: considerably below normal, but 
the ebbing of the tide of trade has 
apperently ceased and it is at the 
flow, . ; 
a6 iron and steel industries, the 
automotive industry and building 
construction continue to be the 
brightest spots in the country’s eco- 
nomic fabric. ‘These are all going 
on apace, with steady gains reported 
since the first of March. They are 
all more or less interrelated with 
iron and steel’s prosperity, and they 
in turn are dependent to a large ex- 
tent upon the temper and condition 
of the motor trade and of the rate 
of. building construction. 

Present indications warrant the ex- 

ectation that there will be some 
urther seasonui expansion, although 
the country’s trade is not expected 
to hit its full stride until about the 
first of April. It is a satisfactory de- 
velopment, however, that lines in 


which depression has been most ap- 
parent are more active. 


Reports from Federal Districts. 


Reports by telegraph to THE New 
York Times from the Federal Re- 
serve districts are more encouraging, 


reporting a moderate increase in em- 
ployment and almost a complete dis- 
appearance of the commercial pessi- 
mism which was so evident in these 
dispatches a few weeks . ‘The 
lighting. of fires in the coke ovens

PENNSYLVANIA LIGHTS OVENS. 


Coke Is in Greater Demand Through 
fron and Steel Activity.

PHILADELPHIA, March 23.—In 
towns and small cities changes are 
quickly noted on Main Street, while 
many things occur in a po city 
which pass unheeded. So it may be 
that. news from numerous thrifty 
smaller communities in Pennsylvania 
is a better business index in some 
ways than information gleaned in 
less observing large centres. 

Reports from points throughout 
this State are especially encourag- 
ing.

FUNDS GET A WIDER SCOPE 


Seen as Possible Step Toward 
Legalizing of Seasoned 
Common Stocks, 


The significance of the Wales bill 
passed by the Legislature in Albany 
on last Wednesday night, permitting 
life insurance companies to invest in 


preferred or guaranteed stocks in 
addition to bonds, is beginning to at- 
tract. the attention of brokerage 
houses in the financial district. Al- 
though it was known for some time 
that the bill would be presented to 
the Legislature, the proposal re- 
ceived scant consideration during the 
wild markets of t week. 

Introduced in the. Senate by B. 
Roger Wales, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Insurance Committee, and in the 
Assembly by Charles W. Merrian of 
Schenectady, the amendment to Sec- 
tion 100 of the New York State In- 
surance law extends the investment 
scop3 of the life companies operating 
in this State, placing them on a par 
with those in neighboring States 
such as New Jersey, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. 


Substance of the Change. 


The change adopted by the Legis- 
lature reads in part: 


*‘Domestic life insurance corpora- 
tions may also invest in or loan on 
the bonds, debentures, notes or other 
evidences of indebtedness or the pre- 
ferred or guaranteed stocks of any 
solvent institution incorporated un- 
der the laws of the United States or 
of any State thereof, where any such 
institution, or, in the case of guar- 
anteed stocks, the guaranteeing cor- 
poration, during each of the five 
years next preceding such invest- 
ment, shall have earned a sum ap- 
Plicable to dividends, equal, at least, 
to 4 per cent. upon the par value, or 
in the case of stock having no par 
value, then upon the value upon 
which stock was issued, or all its 
capital stock outstanding in each of 
the five years; and provided further 
that no such life insurance compan 
shall invest in or loan on any suc 
preferred ‘stock in excess of 10 per 
cent. of the total issued and out- 
standing preferred stock of such in- 
stitution, nor more than 2 per cent 
of the assets of such life insurance 
corporation.’’

vith the limitation of investment ex- 
tended, it is expected that the yield 
will be slightly better. However, a 
survey of the life insurance compa- 
nies in New York or reveals that 
they will devote about 25 per cent.

With forty-four life insurance com- 
panies in this State writing 80 per 
cent. of the total- business in e 
United States, the amount to be in- 
vested daily runs into millions of 
dollars. The legal list specified by 
the bill covers a majority of the suc- 
cessful corporations of the country. 
Financial interests expect the pas- 
sage of this bill to be a step toward 
legalizing seasoned common stocks, 
Insurance men are reluctant to make 
any comment on this score, however, 
having the Hughes-Armstrong inves- 
tigation of 1906 in mind, when life 
insurance companies were prohibited 
from investing in stocks of any type. 


Effect on Policyholders.

ers iz unimportant, outside of the 
fact that pert 2 are protected by the 
measure with all necessary safe- 
guards.

STABILIZATIONPROGRESSING 


Financial Reconstruction Being 
Effected Gradually and With 
Safety, Dr. Collor Reports. 


In view of the currency stabiliza- 
tion program now going into effect 
in Brazil, indications are that busi- 
ness and financial conditions will 
continue to make progress, said Dr. 
Alarico Collor, Vice Chairman of the 
Brazilian delegation to the Pan- 
American Conference at Havana, 


who sailed yesterday on the Ameri- 
can Legion of the Munson Line for 
Rio de Janeiro. He called attention 
to the balancing of the Brazilian 
budget for the current year, and re- 

orted the accumulation of more 

an $48,000,000 in gold bullion which 
is to be included in the currency re- 
serve. 

The plan of stabilization as being 
carried out in Brazil today differs 
somewhat from the methods adopted 
oy numerous European countries 
since the war, Dr. Collor said. Bra- 
zil took advantage of the experience 
of these countries, and in accord- 
ance with its requirements and pos- 
sibilities it devised a process of 
stabilization which was safe and 
free from danger. This program, he 
said, consisted of the stabilization 
cropet. which prepared for converti- 

llity—convertibilit which would 
provide for circulation of coin at 
feasible times, and coinage of the 
eruzeiro, the future money unit, 
which is to represent the circulation 
of gold. 


One Thing Done at a Time. 


“The danger of stabilization con- 
sists of dong all this simultaneously,”’ 


continued Dr. Collor. ‘If the three 
essential phases of the reform are 
separated as to time, however, the 
Brazilian program, although gradual, 
therefore presents pertect conditions 
of safety. 

“Up to this time we are limiting 
ourselves to stabilizing exchange, the 
first step. The Brazilian rate of 
stabilization was adopted at approxi- 
mately 12 cents for 1 milreis. 

Pak < tance ge very of the Brazilian 
law alleged that this ratio was very 
low and unfavorable to Brazil. How- 
ever, the fixation of a rate of ex- 
change seems to be considerably 
safer in proportion as the rate chosen 
for the basis of operation is less high. 
The rate of six pence for one milreis 
unquestionably corres ds to the 
economic conditions of Brazil, as it 
seaenetie the exact average of the 
rate of exchange during the last five 
years. The ratio between purchasin 
power of the currency and the co 
of labor and of living was expressed 
by this rate. To adopt it would not 
amount to the creation of a new rate, 
but to maintain and acknowledge the 
one already in existence. 


Economic Results Expected. 


“Once stabilization is made, as has 
now been the case for fifteen months, 
we hope that the stability of ex- 
change may react on the economic 
life of the country and produce its 
natural results, in order t we may 
enter the second phase of the reform, 
which will be the conversion of the 
currency. When this will be is prob- 
lematical. The essential thing for 
us, for the time being, is to have a 
stabilized rate of exchange. r 
stabilization proper, eve ing else 
will be done according to the actual 
economic conditions of the country.”’ 

Dr. Collor said the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment was extremely sanguine as 
to the far-reaching results of the re- 
cent Ford concessions for rubber 

wing in the Amazon Valley. The 
ord Industrial Com y of Brazil 
has Sg ee 3,700, acres of land 
on the Tapajos River, a tribu of 
the Amazon, and active preparations 
are being made to develop scientific 
rubber plantations in this area.

Excited bidding for stock of the 
National City Bank, following an- 
nouncement of plans for the issuance 
of 150,000 new shares at $400 a share, 
resulted yesterday in the establish- 
ment of new high record prices. At 
the close of trading in the unlisted 
securities market, the stock was 
quoted at $878 bid, $888 asked a 
share, representing an advantage of 
more than $30 a share over the quota- 
tions of the previous day. 

A scramble to buy rights to sub- 
scribe to the new stock also devel- 
oped. When announcement of the 
recapitalization was made on Friday 
evening it was cstimated that these 
rights were worth approximately $75 
a share. Under the rush of buying 
that sent the price of the stock up- 
ward yesterday, trading in the rights 


set in on a large scale. The final 
bid for the rights was $85, and the 
last offer was $89. 

The increase of $60,000,000 in capi- 
tal funds, of which $15,000,000 will 

o to the National City Bank and 

,000,000 to its investment affiliate, 
the National City Company, contin- 
ved to be the chief topic of discussion 
in investment circles yesterday. The 
enlarged activities of the company, 
particularly in the purchase and e 
of stocks, were the main points of 
interest. The company last year em- 
barked on a policy of accumulating 
the better grade of common and pre- 
ferred stocks and offering them to a 
selected list of clients, as distin- 
guished from the general list of the 
company’s customers, whose pur- 
chases usually have consisted only of 
the higher grade of investment 
bonds. 

With its enlarged capital resources 
the company not only will acquire 
equities in corporations, but will be 
able to buy large amounts of stocks 
and hold them off the market until 
the time seems opportune to dispose 
of them profitably or to offer them 
on an advantageous basis to the com- 
pany’s clients.

With fusion of control still to be

points in Argentina. 

International. Telephone is believed 
to be negotiating for properties in 
Brazil, to which country it plans to 
extend its South American telephone 
service. It is understood to have

Behn’s Great Achievement, 


Sosthenes Behn, who with his

“It is not I but the company that 
is important,’”’ he is said to have as- 
serted when his name came into 
prominence through one of his ably 
executed mergers. Except in deals 
such as the merger of All-America 
Cables, Inc., or the one announced 
last week, Mr. Behn’s name rarely 
appears in connection with the com- 
pany’s affairs. Announcements of 
corporate developments almost inva- 
tiably are issued in the name of the 
company. 
Nor is attempt made unduly to put 
the name of the company forward, 
Although it may not be widely known 
out of wire company circles, Interna- 
tional Telephone is now engaged in 
modernizing the entire telephone sys- 
tem of Paris. The task is perhaps 
the largest of its kind undertaken by 
a single company. Yet International 
Telephone never has sought to ex- 
Telephone never has. sought to em- 
phasize this coup. While this will- 
ingness to remain in the background 
may be traced in part to the exigen- 
cies of French politics, it is charac- 
teristic of the company’s methods.

operation. Their first step in this 
direction was the acquisition and 
modernization of the Porto Rican 
telephone system.

monthly figure in our history except 
for the $82,900,000 sent out in June, 
1919, .If the Bank of France were 
to. take out. another lot of gold as 
large as its recent weekly with- 
drawals, March would break all rec- 
ords, 

These large gold exports, which 
have how amounted’ to ‘moré’ than 
$820,000,000 since.last. Summer, have 
not materially affected the Reserve 
banks’ position. ‘The system’s gold 
reserve last week was smaller by 
nearly $300,000,000 than at the high 
point of 1927, reached in May. The 
ratio of cash reserve'to liabilities was 
80 per cent. at.-that date and is now 
about 75, but the lower percentage 
is still far in excess of the legal mini- 
mum. Even the reserve held for 
member banks, both by the New 
York, Reserve Bank and in the sys- 
‘tem asa whole, is substantially 
greater now than it was last May. 
But the process is continuous, and 
can hardly fail in the long run. to 
lower the basis.of credit and there- 
fore the lending facilities of the 
banks. This would-be no matter of 
concern in an ordinary credit..mar- 
ket, but it occasions natural conjec- 
ture when the gold movement occurs 
simultaneously with Wall Street’s 
prodigiously increased requisitions on 
the credit fund. 

At the end of a week in which 
Stock Exchange ‘speculation has 
taken a shape-so abnormal even in 
Wall Street’s recent experience, no 
prudent man is making definite pre- 
dictions. Enthusiasts and skeptics 
over the present stock market 
demonstration are alike unwilling to 
say exactly what the outcome is like- 
ly to be. In the Wall Street com- 
munity itself judgment appears to be 
divided between that part of the per- 
sonnel which holds that,. since noth- 
ing is impossible in the financial 
phenomena of these days, the'specu- 
lative movement may go on indefi- 
nitely, and that other part which 
holds that all experience points to 
an early and formidable. reckoning. 
But the one group hesitates to as- 
sert that last week’s activities can 
continue at an accelerated pace, and 
the other, while occasionally won- 
dering if they have lost touch with 
present-day realities by holding to 
the lessons of experience, neverthe- 
less end by resting on the belief that 
there are certain underlying ‘prin- 
ciples which cannot change. When 
the course of events shall have set- 
tled the dispute one way or the other, 
it will be found as usual that a still 
larger body of opinion had been con- 
vinced of the result all along, but had 
kept silence while the market was 
pursuing its course unchecked. 


ONTARIO. GOLD MINED 
FELL IN FEBRUARY 


Tonnage Milled Was Fifth Less 
Than in January, Due Largely 
to Hollinger Fire.

TORONTO, Ontario, March 23.— 
Returns received by the Ontario De- 


mines of the Province for February 
show a decrease of more than 20 per 
cent. in the tonnage of ore milled as 
compared with January, but less than 
19 per cent. decrease in value of 
bullion recovered.

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Because of the many extravagant

The full 
quotation of his reported remarks 
did not reach Wall Street until about 
twenty minutes after yesterday’s 
opening. The trading element at

The possib ties. ‘of the harbor at 
Montauk Point. seem to be taken 
more ‘seriously by’ the transatlantic 
steamship lines which. have been 
obliged by fog. or heavy Wwaathar to 
hold ships down the bay. 

When the Blue Ribbon Line an- 
nounced™ that. it sought’ a terminal 
outside Manhattan. and.held Mon- 
tauk Point. as a choice, steim- 
ship men Were almost ‘tihanimous in 
the opinion that a site that. required 
a train ride of more than two hours 
would not be popular or. profitable. 

“The people. who can make a 
steamship line profitable are in New 
York,” one ‘shipping veteran said. 
‘Thousands. of New Yorkers travel 
back and forth during the year and 
they demand service: which must. in- 
clude proximity to New’ York when 
they go abroad or are landed. They 
will not travel on. ships ‘that land 
them 100 miles from the city. ‘The 
only site for piers in this .vicinity: is 
Manhattan or a ‘spot very ‘close. to 
it, °? 

But in, the past. week the French 
Line and the.

IRISH PLAN SAILINGS 
FOR GAMES IN. DUBLIN 


Many From Here Prepare to Go 
to Ireland for Tailteann 
Contests in Aagust. 





Passenger’ agents of transatlantic 
lines réport requests for accommoda~ 
tions from natives of Ireland desirous 
of returning. to Ireland for the. Tail- 
teann Games in Dublin next August. 
Harold P. Borer, general passenger 
manager of the Cunard Line, said 
yesterday that ‘scores of requests for 
information about sailings ‘had been 
received. 

More, ancient, than the .Olympiads, 
the Tailteann Games were for fifteen 
centuries the cause of bringing to- 
gether the kings and ‘princes of’ Tre- 
land with their subjects in friendly 
rivalry on the sacred ground of Tara. 
Every four years, royalty flocked to 
Ireland’s ancient capital in the first

In many cases merchan- 
dise managers are understood to have 
ordered no further purchasing in any 
volume until present stocks are re- 
duced or until consumers make their 
preferences clearer. 

The decision of many retailers ‘to 
hold off their post-Easter clearances 
this year and extend their regular 
season of selling is regarded in the 
wholesale market as highly desirable 
in view of developments. 


With general 
business still in 
very spotty shape, 
dwindling profits a 
source of almost 
universal’ complaint and prospects 
none too certain, ‘the outburst” of 
speculative frenzy in the stock mar- 
ket during the week was added as 
another odd piece to make the jig- 
saw outlook more puzzling. Perhaps 
these huge security purchases at ever- 
rising prices forecast a» remarkable 
revival in trade and industry, but 
sane observers do not think so. In 
England there is something similar 
going on, and the explanation is of- 
fered that the “‘new poor’’ are gam- 
bling to overcome high taxes. and 
living costs. 

It may not be far off the mark ‘to 
use about the same explanation here 
and to figure that, failing to make 
money in their own lines, business 
men are trying to make it in Wall 
Street. If this accounts in an impor- 
tant way for the inflation of security 
values; then it holds small promise of 
business making measurable gain. In 
fact, a decline is apt to cause more 
than the usual embarrassment to 
commercial interests. 

There is little doubt raised on’ the 
point that easy money has been the 
principal factor in bringing about 
both security and realty inflation. 
Legitimate business needs and fur- 
ther exports of gold: are two factors,

‘Adds steel companies in 
to Price its annual report 
Pressure. draws attention, to 

the’ point that 
through new construction and better 
coordination the average cost. of its 
finished products has ‘been reduced 
$7.27 a ton since 1923. But adds: 
“Unfortunately the ecoriomies in pro- 
duction have not resulted in a corre- 
sponding increase in the net income 
because during: the same period the 
prices of steel products have steadily 
declined, ‘the average billing “price 
per ton of all rolled steel and fin- 
ished products shipped during 1927 
having been $1.87 less than the aver- 
age for 1926 and $8.60 less than the 
corresponding average for 1923.’ 

Thus, increased efficiency over. the 
four-year period fell $1.33 a ton short 
of meeting the decline in prices. ‘The 
comparison, of..course,.is.scarcely a. 
fair one because 1923.was a year. of 
peak prices. However, an important 
point is brought out indirectly in this 
calculation. Efficient production nat- 
urally adds to plant capacity andi, 
every increase in. potentional supply 
emboldens. buyers to press for lower 
prices with greater confidence. Price | ¥ 
pressure increases as efficiency gains. 

While it has been customary to con- 
sider our surplus industrial output 
and plan capacity as a. heritage of 
the war, actually the improved proc- 
esses adopted since 1921 are now, no 
doubt,.a more important factor.

the cutting-up 
trades and the 
cautious operations 
of wholesalers and retailers have 
naturally had the effect of holding 
up business in the textile markets. 
In.cotton goods, the orders for wash 
‘goods have been fairly satisfactory, 
but. other lines were slow during the 
week. Values firmed a little in pri- 
mary goods as a result of the lift in 
the staple. 

An important opening of woolen 
dress goods for the Fall season dem- 
onstrated that the mills are not ready 
to boost prices.on the basis of a 
higher raw material market. Some 
of the best selling numbers were re- 
duced in spite of the advances in 
wool. The men’s wear lines are not 
very active except in spots where 
values are most attractive. 

Silks continue to draw the best re- 
sponse of the. textiles for the time 
being, but operations in this market 
have also grown more cautious, par- 
ticularly as cutters-up will have to 
figure on very close prices in selling 
post-Easter merchandise, 

The outcome of Easter business in 
the retail stores is very clearly in the 
balance, and though the holiday is a 
good deal less of a special buying 
period than in the past, tradition is 
still strong and: a good showing is 
desired. If it is obtained; conditions

Captain MacDougall was, it seemed, 
an ctic ‘‘Trader Horn.’’ He an 
his cousin Angus and a. prospector 
named Thomas Irving went into the 
Arctic in the Fall of 1892, establish- 
ing a trading post on the north shore 
of Great Bear. Lake,. where they had 
discovered copper. “That, he —- 
was the furthest north trading Rest 
in the world at that time. Since then 
he and his cousin and. three other 
white men who live at the Bear River 
Trading Post have discovered. gold, 
silver and lead, hematite and iron 
ore, nickel and platinum, and some 
time, he said, he expec to see a 
railroad built .into that country, 
which he expects to be opened up as 
Alaska is now. 


He Calls 50 Below Zero Mild.

TO “FINGERPRINT” GEMS. 


Paris Jewelers Said to Have In- 
vented System of Identification. 


Paris jewelers’ trade papers show 
what is said to be an absolute proc- 
ess for the identification of jewels, 
invented by two jewelry experts and 
a. scientific ee Hither the 
process will be en over by the 
police or @ oompeny will be formed 
for its exploitation. In either case 
the owners of the jewels who submit 
their property to the process will re- 
ceive one copy of the record while 
another will be filed by the police. 

The principle is said to be identical 
with that invented by Bertillon thir- 
ty-five years ago and since then em- 
ployed in the anthropological bureaus 
of the police throughout the world. 
According to the prospectus of the 
inventors, they have discovered that, 
ag as no two persons can have iden- 

ical fingerprints, so. no two. precious 
stones can have exactly the same 
characteristics of color, weight and 
refraction, no matter how many 
doubles there may be as far as phys- 
ical resemblance. is concerned. 

The stone to be identified is photo- 
graphed by means of a chromatic 
magnifier, which records not. only 
the microscopic physieal features of 
the gem but also its color and depths 
of refraction. Each stone is photo- 
graphed on all its facets; in the case 
of oval gems, from certain. angles 
the degrees of which. are. recorded 
with the results.

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‘FROM ‘BRYAN TO KELLOGG. 


‘If any one wishes to find a good meas- 
uré of ‘the progress of the cause of inter- 
nationalpeace during the past fifteen 
years, it lies ready to his hand in a com- 
parison of the so-called Bryan treaties 
and the proposals today of Secretary 
Ketiocc. The earlier Secretary of State 
did not venture to suggest the entire re- 
nunciation of war. He simply; by the 
treaties which he negotiated, sought to 
make entrance upon it more difficult. 
He fought for a period of reflection, in 
which measures of coriciliation might be 
made effective... If all failed at the end 
of the prescribed time, war might result 
as before. Such an advance was per- 
haps all fHat codld have been achieved at 
that time. But today the American’ Sec- 
retary of State argues for a univetsal 
treaty agreeing to renounce war com- 
pletely as an instrument of international 
policy. -And the whole civilized world 
listens‘ to him with interest and sympa- 
thy. ‘ This} must, seem marvelous in the 
eyes. of ‘those who ‘recall the ideas and 
expectations of 1913. 

In that year, moreover, the anti-war 
activities of Mr, BRYAN were looked upoa 
asa sort of. dilettante and sentimental 
proceeding."

A NOBLE PRIZEMAN. 


Some people must read. books. A 
few. others, sons of sloth, do but. dip into 
and dawdle over them. It is all the same 
to the publishers and booksellers. So 
Bon! & LIVERIGHT will think it no sin if 
as yet we have but “lightly glanced 
through the pages”’ of the first volume 
of Lord RONALDSHAY’s * Life of Curzon.” 
There are to’ be two more volumes. That 
makes but half the count of the Money- 
penny-Buckle “Disraeli: In 1904 CuRZON 
was asked to be Dizzy’s biographer. Un- 
fortunately, he declined. The man who 
could put thirteen hundred pages into one 
of his travel books; whom we find writ- 
ing his thirty-third letter in one day; 
who composed with his own hand epistles 
and dispatches innumerable, trusting no 
stenographer to interpret his imperial 
thoughts; would have given us a Life ‘of 
Disraeli at least a good quarter as long 
as the Dictionary of National Biography. 

What a treasure is lost; for CURZON, 
liké NEBUCHADNEZZAR, suffered from new 
and original views, now ‘uttéred simply, 
now with the grandeur of GIBBON and 
young DISRAELI, but without the Dis- 
raelian wink. Sometimes he even’ re- 
minds you of Joseph Prudhomme. As a 
little boy he wrote home that “ pots of 
potted ‘meat are ‘indispensable.” His 
coming-of-age speech was a masterpiece: 

I am fully conscious of the fact-that, 

should I ever do anything worthy of 
the humblest mention, it must be looked 
for, not in the boyhood which has now 
closed behind me, but in the manhood 
which from today opens before me. 


Inverting time and tense, Joseph Prud- 
homme would have given us something 
even more delicious. But let us look at 
this unaffected, undetected, well-con- 
nected nobleman as he stares reprov- 
ingly, among Egyptian bas-reliefs, at 
“an evil-looking, voluptuous counte- 
“nance retaining, even in the conven- 
“ tionality of decorative sculpture, some- 
“thing of the matchless beauty that 
“made. CAESAR a fool and ANTONY a 
“knave.” Lord RONALDSHAY dwells on 
his hero’s love of beauty and fastidious 
taste. At Dresden he learns that “ HoL- 
BEIN was a painter of talent.” He gives 
a certificate tothe Sistine. Madonna. \ 
The Acropolis is “that majestic rock.” 
Kunchenjunga is “ that most incompara- 
ble of all visions in the entire universe.” 
At Simla he beams on “ the palatial pro- 
portions” of the Vice Regal lodge which 
he ‘was one day to occupy. 


One feels “the palatial proportions ” 
of GEORGE CURZON. He was born good, 
wise, industrious as the devil in a gale of 
wind, beautiful; “the bonny boy” of 
Eton. The dawdler can only regret that 
the portrait of that ‘selectest of Etonians 
in 1878 shows a youth in a dress’ coat 
and waistco<t, knee breeches and stock- 
ings, -his. hair combed down one side, 
immediately recalling to amateurs of 
our earlier theatre those shifters of stage 
rugs and furniture, whose appearance in 
Curzonian togs and coiffure drew from 
the gallery the passionate cry: “Supe, 
supe, supe! Pad them shanks!” (Thrice.) 

These coarse reminiscences are unwor- 
thy. even of a skimmer. .CURZON was 
born great and’ thrust himself upon 
greatness. He won all the prizes. at Eton. 
He kept the habit up through life. He 
despised everything that was “low.” He 
was justly pained. by .‘‘ Iolanthe,’” that 
inexcusable satire-on the House of Lords 
that. brought “yells of delight from, the 

mob.” He struggled nobly against ‘com- 
parative wealth and couldn’t afford a 
valetuntil he was 27. He spent days 
and weeks in ‘hiring and ‘firing ‘a cook. 

RONALDSHAY, .who has acquired 
something of the element he works in, 
belle, Wk seveneRUy.

Another reason may be that methods 
have changed; that) men of marked abil- 
ity are not so anxious to display their. 
powers. They may today take more sat- 
isfaction in directing things from behind 
the scenes than in always living in ‘the 
limelight at the front of the stage. The 
certain thing is, which almost: any one 
can verify from his personal acquain- 
tance, that a new modesty is to be dis- 
cerned in many men of ‘really extraor- 
dinary mental reach. They are content 
to work more quietly within their chosen 
realm of study or of endeavor. ‘They 
are not so vociferous as men of their 
kind used to be, are not so much afflicted 
by. “ the fever ofa differing soul,” which 
they are impelled to go out and correct. 

Many men exist who appear to the un- 
observant to be only plodding along, 
without ambitions or a gleam of high 
genius, yet who really, when you fairly 
measure ability by ability, are worthy 
to be ranked with some of.the previous 
generation: who enjoyed a great reputa- 
tion. Relativity has invaded the defini- 
tion of greatness, as it. has everything 
else nowadays, and might show us that 
if we only applied proper measures and 
made fair comparisons, we should find 
that the world today has its proportion- 
ate share of great men. Immense genius 
is,“ of course, another matter. ‘That 
bloweth where it listeth. _ 


HELPING THE HANDICAPPED. 


To help the handicapped to help them- 
selves is the purpose of most agencies in 
New York dealing with disabled men and 
women. This is the general conclusion 
reached’ by a survey which the Jewish 
Social Service Association has recently 
completed. Men and women who are 
physically or mentally so incapacitated 
as to seem totally dependent on relatives 
or the State have been rehabilitated to 
some extent. Instead of misery, loneli- 
ness and an unhappy consciousness of 
being unwanted; they are feeling proud 
satisfaction in the work they can do and 
the limited income they are able to earn. 
A few have qualified as independent 
business people. They are permitted to 
borrow capital for setting. up a cleaning 
and pressing shop or some other small 
business, As debts are paid off and health 
improves, these most, fortunate among 
the handicapped. become valuable and 
contented members of the community. 

A complete solution of: the economic 
problems of the majority has not béen 
found. Many employers. are unreason- 
ably ‘prejudiced against any kind of dis- 
ability. Social workers point out that it 
is common sense not to -use’a ten~horse- 
power motor when a five. will do the 
work as well. But there is much educa- 
tional work still to be done among em- 
ployers.. Even more difficult to handle is 
the handicapped individual. ‘He is often 
in an unhealthy mental state because of 
his condition. When he is: not discour- 
aged and nervous he is likely to be exact- 
ing in ‘his: attitude, 

Incurable optimism must be’ the deep- 
est. well.in the soul of the .workers. for 
the handicapped. Tact and training, 
sympathy, insight and patience are also 
essential. There are many .cases. of 
skilled workers who become disabled

An astonishing statement in the 
Washington pronouncement is the 
assumption of credit for relieving the 
struggling masses of Porto Rico 
from iniquitous taxes. 

Does not the President know that 
our Revenue act of 1926 was one of 
the chief agencies in compelling the 
Porto Rican Government to lay on 
all. Porto Ricans, rich and poor 
alike, excise and sales taxes of the 
most oppressive kind, a sales tax 
which applies to every piece of soap, 
almost every article of merchandise 
sold or brought into Porto Rico, 
even as a rift; and compelling the 
opening of every 1. post pack- 
age coming from the United States— 
a tax that in effect, though paid but 
once and not applying to food is 
undoubtedly doubled and more after 
the manner of such taxes and passed 
on to the poor consumer even of 
beans and dried codfish? 

In 1917, prohibition required Porto 
Ricans to give up their profitable 
liquor manufacturing business and 
so cut off more than $1,000,000 from 
their. annual tax collections. In lieu 
thereof Congress eed to give the 
Insular Government the proceeds of 
our own levy on.cigars and cigarettes 
manufactured in Porto Rico. 

When —— in 1926. cut. prac- 
tically in the tax on cigars, it 
reduced the return therefrom to the 
Insular Government from more than 
oN yearly on the average to 

,000 in 19: making essential 
the’ iniquitous taxes of which we 
have been 5 ing. 

The Washington document dwells 
on the Federal expenditures of 
$5,000,000 which it says benefit di- 
rectly the people of Porto Rico.

Certainly today the increased 
tempo ‘of life has modified this. ob- 
servation. While his ability to stand 
irritating noises ‘might place the 
Turk .in a ‘category apart from his 
nervous European neighbors, yet. he 
kas develo @ more nervous organ- 
ism than generally ascribed to 
him, Social and economic pressure 
upon a changing perament must 
therefore constitute the data for the 
scientist. 

Between 1916 and 1926 in Constan- 

tinople, credited by the first Turkish 
census taken last Fall with a popu- 
lation of 850,000, in which women 
preponderate, there were 1,161 re- 
corded casés of death from suicide, 
No statistics. were kept of attempts 
at suicide, though they are frequent- 
ly reported in the press. ; 
It. is interesting to note that, al- 
though the females are in excess of 
the: males in Constantinople’s cosmo- 
politan population, of these. 1,161 
cases of suicide only 52 were 
those of women. As regards nation- 
alities in. this cosmopolitan city, 
Turkish suicides are disproportion- 
ately in excess of other nationalities, 
which in their numerical order are 
. Greeks, Armenians and Jews. 

There is another interesting side- 
light upon the subject when the age 
most prone to-suicide is considered. 
Turkey boasts of a long-lived race. 
Centenarians are fairly plentiful, 
though they date from a period when 
registration and vital statistics were 
unknown. Does not Constantinople 
boast of Turkey’s Grand Old Man, 
Zaro Agha, who claims an age of 150 

ars? Thus the statistics record 

e greatest number of suicides oc- 
curring between the ages of 20 and 
30 and between 80 and 90. 


Fatalism a Characteristic. 


To return to the question of tem- 
perament in accounting for the pre- 
ponderance of Turkish suicides over 
those of other nationalities. Perhaps 


one should not overlook the char- 
acteristic fatalism of the Turk, 
especially if he survives from the 
ancien régime of incessant warfare 
when the Sultan-Caliph strove to 
maintain temporal as well as spiritual 
sway over a heterogeneous and un- 
wieldy empire. , 

But, while the Turk under the in- 
fluence of his fighting creed has lon 
been famous for his fatalistic indif- 
ference to death, yet in the past he 
also accepted the vicissitudes of life 
with the same fatalism without seek- 
ing to avoid them by suicide. Nor 
does this strain of fatalism account 
for the fact that the number of wo- 
men suicides is conspicuously low.

Mr. Leslie takes great pains to 
show that the “‘Drapier Letters’’ 
stirred the Irish to a consciousness 
of liberty and nationalism, that 
Swift fully comprehended the eco- 
nomic and governmental needs nec- 
essary to improve the state of the 
Trish people, and that the modern 
changes have been nothing more 
than the carrying out of Swift's 
observations of. two centuries ago.

“The Skull of Swift" is a stimu- 
lating, provocative book. It has 
some of the color, grace and wit of 
a lusty age. It has been visualized 
with candor and imaginative per- 
ception. A new Switt may ve said 
to- have appeared who is neither 
entirely a monster nor fool. The 
motto of tits biography might have 
Deen ‘“‘tout comprendre c'est tout 
pardonner.”" While the biography 
is soundly documented, the narra- 
tive moves swiftly to fine prose. 
From it one carries awav a quick- 
ened sense of understanding of 
Swift and a profounder interest in 
his writing.

production, say, and the 

eagerness with which the 
public is often inclined to pass by his 
offerings—the producer’s lot is not 
an easy one. This is particularly 
true if he be associated with the 
musical comedy side of the theatre, 
where the expenses of production are 
higher and his risk proportionately 
greater. 

Even after his production is opened 
and a success, the song-and-dance 
entrepreneur has expenses ftom 
which his compatriots in the éra- 
matic field are free. There is, for 
instance, the matter of keeping many 
costumes clean and fresh, which 
necessitates recostuming at given in- 
tervala, and there is particularly the 
matter of supplying shoes and stock- 
ings for an ensemble inclined to fre- 


sequently more than a little destruc- 
tive of the covering for its collective 
pedal extremities, 


quent terpsichorean activity and con- 


sibly the only one—on. which the 
Fréres Shubert and Mr. Ziegfeld 
agree. How costly it really is varies, 
of course, with the amount of danc- 
ing done in each show, 

Mr. Ziegfeld’'s general manager 
says that the approximate cost of 
costuming one of his productions is 
about $150,000 and that about seven- 
ty-five costumes for the principais 
and 500 for the chorus are required. 
A pair of shoes for. each costume 
means over 500 pairs, with an extra 
pair for each girl bringing the total 
to about 600. As dancing shoes mist 
be replaced frequently, it is claimed 
that several thousand pairs «have 
gone into the discard since “Rio 
Rita’’ opened in New York well ‘over 
a@ year ago. The shoes range in price 
from $10 to $40, the average price, 
according to the Ziegfeld office, being 
about $18—and with, of course; a 
discount to a good customer. 

One of the chief expenses of a Zieg- 
feld production: is stockings. Stock- 
ings can de worn only once without 


current Shubert musical. productions 
to check the condition’ of: costumes, 
shoes and stockings. All requests for 
the purchase of these items for en- 
sembles must be personally approved 
by either Lee or J. J. Shubert,.for 
sich “expenditures run up _ into 
money,  Océasionally, Mr. Schraps 
says,.a manufacturer offers to pro- 
vide shoes and stockings for @ pro- 
duction in return for program credit.

Marnificent Photographic Feats in Film of 
Hardy ‘Adventurers’ 


‘By MORDAUNT HALL, 
_ HALF dozen magnificent pas- 
_. Sages in “The Trail of .’98,"". 
now .at the Astor Theatre, 
outshine’ the” melodramatic 
features of the story. ‘These long se- 
quences are tremendously impressive 
in that they give a ‘comprehensive 
idea of the determination of the gold 
hunters and.the frightful. hardships 
they . endure to; reach -: their ..goal. 
Hence, it is hardly necessary to dwell 
upon the lurid incidents of the narra- 
tive, as it would be quibbling, consid- 
ering that on leaving the. theatre 
with such. scenes as those. of the 
White Horse Rapids, the snow slide 
and the ascending .of -the Chilkoot 
Pass struggle for supremacy. in one’s 
mind. .These features are more than 
enough to compensate for any over- 
acting, lack of true psychology or 
other minor .shortcomings, .and; so 
far as the rather low comedy is, con- 
cerned, it looks very much as though 
at least parts of this had been sug- 
gested by printed accounts in the 

newspapers of thirty years-ago. 
Clarence Brown, the director, is a 
little too fond of symbolism, 'but even 
this. probably: has the desired effect 
upon, the. majority’ of cinemagoers. 
Mr... B ‘ manifested. a strong 
penchant(.. for;-:this --symbolism. in 
“Flesh «and the Devil,’’ a picture 
which happens ,to be the only one 
that, has. stayed, at. the Capitol The- 
atre for four weeks.- The stories of 
“The...Covered..Wagon’’ and ‘The 
Iron Horse’, were no literary maater- 
pieces. Yet when one thought of the 
courage of the people who crossed 
the continent in the ramshackle con- 
veyances and of the sturdy and tire- 
less workers -who pounded on rails 
and ties. for. miles- and miles, one 
was deeply moved. The same. is 
applicable to “‘The Trail of ’98’’ and 
its ruddy tale. There are a few inci- 
dents *in this current offering that 
could be: excluded to its advantage, 
and it: might:also be worth ‘while to 

rewrite: some: of the subtitles. 


The high lights of this picture are 
remarkably - vivid, ‘no matter how 
they were ‘photographed. In ‘the 
scenes concerned with the’ dashing 
in small boats over the White ‘Horse 
Rapids are some splendid bits’ of 
photography, and as the eye follows 
these~ flashes one’ is apt‘ to, ‘forget 
that when a boat capsizes the photog- 
rapher with his camera had to be 
somewhere in the vicinity. It is, in- 
deed, another of those films wheréin 
. you forget’ that “there is a mah and 
a camera behind, it, You see boats 
go under and men disappear.in the 
turbulent .waters, just .as though it 
were happening unintentionally. 

Then. there is the. snowslide. where 
it looks as; though tons. and tons. of 
snow.overwhelm the line.of human- 
ity, courageously plodding on to the 
land .where, they, hope. to find the 
precious yellow. metal...But. it is..pos- |, 
sibly .the Chilkoot.

While it is perhaps a little extrava- 
gant, the stretch in which Larry. and 
the Worm find themselves alone in 
their peregrination toward a claim 
is not without its dramatic effect, for 
here one perceives this treacherous 
Worm steal.away from, Larry while 
he is asleep, taking with him all the 
rations.

‘Brown adroitly pictures the 
sbi! engéndered by the dubgets and 
gold dust, He depicts the changing 
natures of individuals and shows how 
few of them retain an unselfish out- 
look. There is the lutky old Swede, 
who comés in from ‘his claim and in 
his cups is overheard to tell of his 
luck and where he found gold. The 
bartender tells a pal and the pal ‘tells 
others until there’ is’ a rush ‘to the 
spot despite the season of the year. 

Some of the big moments of ‘The 
Trail of °98,"’ are made additionally 
impressive by. the employment of 
what ‘is known as the “Fantom” 
screen, a device which makes the 
screen enlarge as it moves forward. 

Seeing that all. manrier of men 
joined in this adventure, it is ill-ad- 
vised to say that any, of these play- 
ers is miscast. Miss Del Rio gives a 
capital performance as, the unfortu- 
nate but finally “happy girl.” Mr, 
Forbes is conspicuously clever in the 
leading male réle., Karl Dane. affords 
a number of good laughs by his stolid. 
characterization of the husky Swede, 
and, Harry-Carey, alive to-the melo- 
dramatic action, does.quite well .as 
the. calculating .and annacisnodiens 
scoundrel.

tra in Philadelphia. Nearly all the 
major symphony orchestras of the 
United States, in fact, indulged in 
exchanges. of conductors and 
*“‘guests’”’ to an extent unprecedented 
in American musical history. 
%,* 

These developments are. sympto- 
mati¢ of “immense changes. that are 
going forward in the musical and 
economic life of the country. Or- 
chestras are multiplying. Orchestral 
music of the best kind is gaining rap- 
idly in appreciation and popularity. 
The virtuoso conductor of symphonic 
music is on a par in the popular 
esteem with the pampered prima 
donna of-other days. It is quite as- 
tonishing, even_consoling, to realize 
that today Mr. Toscanini can at- 
tract as large an audience as Marion 
Talley. Think of it! In the mean- 
time. the wages of. orchestra players, 
urider the pressure of the Musical 
Union and the competition of the 
moving-picture houses, are steadily 
mounting. All expenses of orches- 
tral..concerts..are rising so rapidly 
that, if.a reasonable balance is not 
struck before long, orchestras all over 
the. country. will consolidate or go 
out, of business. After which there 
may be a cessation of certain cut- 
throat policies. But that remains to 
be seen. For the present the United 
States is the land of great orches- 
tras and the hunting ground of the 
European musician in search of @ 
job, since, regrettably enough and 
perhaps through no fault of our own, 
we seem to have developed few great 
American conductors. 

Here. enters the unfortunately sen- 
sational and speculative element, 
which. detracts considerably from the 
generally beneficial effects of orches- 
tral.actiyity. This element finds its 
exqmplifiestion in the. person of the 

“guest conductor.””. The guest con- 
ductor, as we in New York have 
reason to. know, is often a great mu- 
sician, and the public is likely to 
benefit, at least for the moment, 
from his ministrations. But the poli- 
cies that he represents and the con- 
sequences of his episodic appearances 
with this or that orchestra in this 
or that’ city are not so constructive. 
The conductor in favor with the or- 


chestra management is naturally the. 


oné who will attract the largest audi- 
ences and bring the most money into 
the box-office. -That“is logical and 
justifiable.’ But today the matter 
goes further. Orchestras:bid against 
each other and speculate in conduc- 
térs. The attention of the public is 
directed. away from thé composer to 
the virtuoso leader «and: his, tailor, 
As it. now seems, 'the:more. virtuoso 
leaders, the, more, their , fame - and 
their charms. are trumpeted, the mer- 
rier,, Orchestra managers scour Eu- 
tope to discover new conductors, new 
‘personalities’ capable of impressing 
the, public. The traffic in, wielders of 
the. baton, is. brisk..and the rivalry: 
keen, This is not for the good:of the. 
orchestra, transferred from one lead- 
ership. te another, and the tool of 
conductors who will too often yield to 
the need of impressing the ger ic by 
means which may or t be 
worthy’ of an artist. "Ths is not hot good

Capacity of audiences to respond to 
@ new talent, or even to be gulled by 
publicity methods, is waning. Sup- 
pose that with this slackening of en- 
thusiasm a pause for reflection 


it, that great performances cannot 
be given except by great conductors, 
and that orchestras can very quickly 
lose their fine edge when exposed to 
the ministrations of poor ones. It 
May even be that the public, to give 
an-orchestra steady patronage and 
encouragement, requires more of a 
conductor than a name. There seems 
to be, on the whole, a higher ‘level 
of intelligence. and a more exact- 
ing critical standard among our pa- 
trons of orchestral concerts than in 
other sections of the musical com- 
munity. Is it remotely conceivable 
that quality and not quantity. of guest 
conductors is what ultimately wins 
at the box office? Or is this a 
Utopian idea? 

There are those who say that an 
orchestra. having the advantage of 
the leadership. of a great musician 
for extended periods .of time will be- 
come a better orchestra and sive 
finer performances than the orches- 
tra. with many. leaders. The Boston 
Symphony under Koussevitzky, the 
Philadelphia Orchestra of past sea- 
sons under Leopold Stokowski, 
would seem to emphasize this point. 
It is even conceivable that an ener- 
getic, conscientious and catholic- 
minded conductor who did not pos- 
sess quite the flare or sartorial at- 
traction of a better-garbed colleague 
might, in the long run, do the most 
for his orchestra. No dowht, at in- 
tervals, the presence of a ‘“‘guest’’ 
for a pair of concerts, as an Arbos 
with the New York Symphony or a 
Beecham with the Philharmonic, 
gives added interest and distinction 
to an orchestral season, and also af- 
fords the regular conductor of the 
orchestra a much-needed rest from 
his arduous labors. But surely, in 
the long run, the policy of long-term 
engagements for conductors of 
proved ability, given absolute artis- 
tic control.of their forces, is the pol- 
icy likely to prove financially feasi- 
ble, and bring the best results, in the 
end, in the direction of public sup- 
port and confidence.

on the nuances of finished singing, 
and that is why he offers such ideal 
material to the amateurs of a mod- 
ern university. By singing straight 
out, both choralists and soloists save 
us the spontaneous ring of Purcell’s 
vocal lines, and, moreover, they were 
backed by an orchestra of the right 
colour, in which Mr. Bernard Ord’s 
harpsichord was the unifying factor. 
“So strong was the conviction of 
the fitness of the music to each stage 
situation to which it belongs, that 
we came away feeling that Mr. Den- 
nis Arundell’s production had tre 
futed- his own. written «criticism of 
‘King Arthur.’ The trumpet tune is 
certainly not the most thrilling that 
Purcell ever wrote, but its busy en- 
ergy suffices to fill the ears while 
the last tableau is preparing. ‘The 
‘Saint George’ song may not be a 
particularly inspired melody, but its 
ringing high notes have undeniable 
effect. On what grounds the final 
chaconne is considered inferior to 
others of its kind, even judged on 
purely musical grounds, we are at a 
loss to discover. But the point is 
that Purcell’s moments of melodic 
inspiration come when the conditions 
of the theatre allow them and need 
them. When the perceptions of the 
audience are otherwise occupied, in 
fact, when they are more spectators 
than auditors, he could write music 
which would fill the place of secon- 
dary interest successfully. It. was 
this power which made him the 
greatest of pantomime composers,’’ 


Sir Thomas Beecham has evi- 
dently determined to. continue his 
musical career in England, contrary 
to his announced intention of a year 
ago. “It is perfectly true thet I have 
received very tempting offers to ‘go 
to America for varying periods,”’ he 
is quoted as saying on his return 
from the United States. ‘‘I am not 
accepting these offers. at present. I 
do not want to accept them at all. My 
interest is in my own country and 
the credit of my country.

Gustay Holst’s “Egdon Heath,” 
performed here for the first time by 
the New York Symphony Orchestra, 
was heard in London on Feb. 23, 
where it was played by the London 
Symphony Orchestra under the direc- 
tion of Vaclav Talich, the Czech con- 
It received only qualified 
praise from the critics and the pub- 
lic is said to have shown little en- 
thusiasm, despite the popularity of 
the composer. 

“Tt was difficult to feel it to be 
‘perfectly accordant with man’s na- 
ture,’ or indeed to attach to it any 
of the qualities named in’ thé quota- 
tion from Thomas Hardy on the title- 
page of the Score,” was the comment. 
“It is clearly accordant with the 
composer’s nature, but that, we feel, 
is not the same thing. There seems 
to be something left out, something 
which is essential in order that the 
music may be a communication from 
man to man. At the end the audience 
applauded persistently to show their 
appreciation of Mr. Holst, but not 
with that spontaneity which shows 
that a piece of music has come home 
to the hearers. There is nothing be- 
wildering about a first hearing of it. 
The whole has that simplicity of plan 
and crystalline clearness of instru- 
mentation which belong to Holst’s 
deliberate technical style. It leaves 
no room for doubt that he: has said 
precisely what he meant to say. Each 
listener may decide for himself 
whether it is what he wants to hi 


British ‘works recommended for 
performance. at. the festival of the 
International. Society for’Contempo- 
rary Music, which takes place--at 
Siena early in September, include W: 
T. Walton’s ‘‘Facade,’’ Bliss’s ‘‘Oboe 
Quintet,”” and Bax’s ‘Fantasy 
Sonata” for viola and harp; Treland’s 
“Sonatine,”’ Arthur Benjamin's

Arthur Honegger wrote the inciden- 
tal music for the production of **The 
Fourteenth of July,” given at Oxford 
University last month. It is writ- 
ten that ‘‘The composer uses short 
melodic fragments of folksong char- 
acter, square in rhythm, with cease- 
less repetition of terse figures to give 
the same potentially explosive effect 
as Holst does in ‘Mars.’ There is 
a fragment of song placed in the 
mouth of the child Julle, sustained 
with a single flute in unison, which 
strikingly suggests the cool unblink- 
ing ideals that the red consuming 
passions of the crowd cannot burn. 
Little though it is, this music shows 
that the composer has a sense both 
of character and of drama in the 
theatre. 

“The orchestral pit.was used as 
an exit.and entrance of the stage, so 
that the orchestra was placed in the 
wings, a position that enabled its 
sounds the better to mingle with the 
cries of the crowd. M. G. Scott of 
New College conducted.’’ 


Nicholas Medtner appeared for the 
first time in England as pianist and 
interpreter of his own compositions 
at a concert in London. The Times 
found him more interesting as a per- 
former than as a composer. ‘“We have 
often wondered why his works have 
attained the reputation they have; 
when he plays them himself the ques- 
tion is answered. He knows exactly 
how to present his own work to an 
audience, how to turn what may look 
dull in the written notes and sound 
ordinary in less skiliful hands into a 
thing of perfect grace and well- 
molded outline. The sonata move- 
ment in C from his Opus 11, for ex- 
ample, is merely an unexceptionable 
specimen of correct sonata form, but 
his hands give point to every phrase 
and polish it to an exquisite surface. 
Most of what he played was taken 
from the several sets of pieces called 
‘Fairy Tales,’ a general title which 
gives the composer license to throw 
off any fantasy which pleases him, 
He made each one please his hearers. 

“But the songs filled the more im- 
portant place in this prograth. Mme. 
Makushina gave two large groups 
(one in Russian, the other in Ger- 
man) with all the impressiyveness 
which her beautiful voice and keenly 








mand for them. Each one of the 
songs combines a genuine yocal line 
with some clever scheme of piano 
music. Medtner might play his song 
accompaniments by themselves’ and 
call them ‘Fairy Tales,’ and they 
would still make music.

It has an impulse of its 
own, and it belongs to the poem with 
which it is joined. Hearing nearly 
twenty of these songs together (the 
Russian ones seemed more sponta- 
neous than the German) one may be- 
gin to tire of the idiom and to detect 
mannerisms, particularly in some 
rather unmeaning rhetorical flour- 
ishes which fill in the piano part 
when nothing else is happening, 
Medtner’s talent for composition may 
be too facile to leave any deep im- 
pression. behind, but. joined -with: his 
own playing it is essentially, of the 
kind which makes for successful con- 
cert-giving.”’ 


Rehearsals are now in progress for 
the Three Choirs Festival to be held 
this Summer at Gloucester.. Sir Her- 
bert Brewer, the organist of the ca- 
thedral, will again direct the festival. 
It is now nearly half a century since 
he stood up to sitig with Adelina 
Patti and Charles Santley as the 
senior boy of the choir.

“The! causes of this situation \are 
subjective rather than objective. Two 
men who have been absolute rulers 
of Vienna’s musical life during the 
last ten or) fifteen | yeare—Franz |, 
Schalk, the director and first conduc- 
tor of the State Opera, and Felix von 
Weingartner, the conductor’ of the 
Philharmonic concerts — are both 
strictly conservative. Schalk experi- 
enced and survived the era of Mahler 
and the era of Richard Strauss. His 
skepticism toward all new music pre- 
vents any experiment in the State 
Opera. There are no novelties at all. 
There are very few new stage 
settings. The ambition of Schalk 
would never ‘permit a younger 
man to outshine him. That is 
why the young Austrians like 
Klemperer, Kleiber, Bodanzky, Szell, 
Clemens Krauss and many others 
live in Germany or other coun- 
tries, while in Vienna only those 
Austrians figure who will never en- 
danger Schalk’s position. In order to 
enliven the schedule with new stage 
settings and permanent renovations 
we need young conductors with 
ambition and elbow room! For such 
talented enthusiasts there is no room 
at the Vienna State Opera. Since 
there is the closest alliance between 
the State Opera and the Viennese 
orchestra concerts, and since a Vien- 
nese conductor needs two jobs to be 
able to live, concert activities are also 
paralyzed. Vienna is on her way to 
become an unimportant branch of 
Berlin, Everything successful in 
Berlin comes also to Vienna. This 
is the dominant note in Vienna’s 
musical life, no matter whether it 
concerns new plays, new orchestra or 


chamber music or new stars in the|: 


firmament of performing art. In the 
meantime the Viennese first nights 
and concerts are becoming each year 
more unimportant local events, ar- 
ranged and visited only by loyal en- 
thusiasts. 

“What shall the music critic re- 
port under such conditions? The 
task is easier in any. of the smaller 
German cities. In Vienna there 
pass weeks. and months without any 
event of importance for the outside 
world.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


HE most comprehensive collec 

tion of prints and paintings of 

old Brooklyn that has ever been 
assembled in the borough is now on 
view on the fourth floor of the 
Brooklyn Museum. The collection 
was brought together by the Brook- 
lyn Heights.

able to-land’in and climb out of 
small fields. 

That was the reason Schilt was 
able to accomplish his. dangerous 
mission, the evacuation of a number 
of wounded men from the village of 
Quilali. There were fifteen wounded 
marines there, nine ‘of them sérious+ 
ly hurt, and there was no way of 
getting them out through the San- 
dino lines except by plane. The town 
is in a deep hole surrotinded by high 
mountains. Planes first dropped 
picks and shovels. The houses on 
one side of a narrow road were de- 
molished until there was a runway 
70. feet wide and 300 feet long and 
very rough, with trees, ditches and 
high bluffs to add to the danger of 
getting out. 

Wider tires were put on the plane 
to take up some of the shock, and 
Schilt tried to land in the tiny field. 
The first time he came in too fast, 





but the second time he pancaked the 
Plane for a distance of about ten 
feet. -It stood the shock. The plane 
was then taxied to one end of the 
runways, and one of the seriously 
wounded men was placed in the ob- 
server's cockpit. Another plane was 
flying overhead to protect Schilt as 
much as possible from sniping par- 
ties around the village. 

Few pilots would try to get out of 
a rough, bumpy field only 300 feet 
long, with trees at one end and a 
bluff at the other, except under pres- 
sure of necessity. The Corsair ma- 
chine was suited to the purpose, as 
the angle at which the wings lose 
their hold on the air is higher than in 
most planes. The average burble 
point, or angle at which the wing 
of a plane falls, is about 17 or 18 
degrees, but the Vought is 23% 
degrees.

son, He has an sbundance of good 
sense, and is not given to tempere-

The American College of Surgeons 
was founded in 1913, Its headquar- 
ters are at 40 East Erie Street, Chi- 
cago. It is an organization whose 
object is to advance the art and 
science of surgery, and its invéstiga- 
tions are not through Jaboratory 
test tube and experiment but 
through study of “the actual, he 
nomena of diseage as manifested in 
the sick individual, ‘Its present.

posed of leading \surgeons in the 
United ‘States and Canada, with 
some of the representative medical 
men of Central and) South America, 
New Zealand and, Australia. 

Inexpert Accident Surgery. 

Originally its. principal. work was 
hospital standardization, Nine years 
ago it published a minimum stand- 
ard for hospitals which set forth six 
principles” for” hospital efficiency.

These adverse conditions concern 
not only persons injured in industry 
but persons injured in everyday life, 
including victims of motor car traf- 
fic. Fatalities from motor car acci- 
dents are more numerous than in 
industry, and it is regarded as prob- 
able that the number of persons in- 
jured is correspondingly larger. 

The report sets forth what it calls 
the basic causes of the existing 
trouble, ‘These are not only indif- 
ference among surgeons, lack of 
proper treatment and a deplorable 
degree of Gommercialism, but have 
to do with technical matters of hos- 
pitalization, Despite general. im- 
provement in scientific methods, the 
inadequate hospital is still found in 
many districts, 

In ‘its chapter on hospital stand- 
ardization ‘the college sketches the 
dévelopment and improvement of 
both.the ‘small and large hospital 
during the past.decade. Where an 
effort has. been made to meet. the 

standardization four im- 
pes. ra results\are evident. These 
ere: The shortening of the average 
‘Gays’ stay of the patient in the hos- 
pital; the dowering of the. hospital 
death rate; the elimination of un- 


medical problems: ‘The findings of |; 


all investigations are open .to the 
medical men of the country and &re 
sent out on request. 

The main object ‘of the present 
study is to lessen the time of Hos 
pitalization of the injured man, wo- 
man or child. This can be done 
only by providing the best scientific 
treatment, at pregent not, always 
avail-ble. The investigation was 
carried on by a research group ‘ap 
pointed by the college,..consisting of 
Fellows of the college and-represen- 
tatives of the medical and surgieal 
department of a number of carriers 
of Workmen’s Compensation Insur- 
ance. Conclusions,.of this group 
were based upon the study of, 2,400 
typical cases.

You may ask why these broken
